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DETAILED ACTION 


1. Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on February 13, 2002, which has been 
fully considered in this action. 


2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this OflFice action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 2-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hashish et al 
'085. 

Hashish et al '085 shows an assembly for use with a fluid jet cutting nozzle comprising a 
removable orifice body 24a; a nozzle body 92; a first/central bore 40a/42a; a mixing cavity 30a; 
a second/inlet bore 58a; a jewel 32a in a recess; mixing tube 28a; a high pressure cavity 108 with 
cylindrical side wall, a bottom wall normal to the axis of the central bore and a generally quarter 
circle curvilinear transition portion, see Figure 7; and a soft seal 1 12. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 


Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 11-14 and 16-19 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed February 13, 2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments that Hashish et al '085 does not show a transition 
portion which has a generally quarter circle curvilinear sectional profile as shown in figures 3 
and 3a, note as stated in the previous action the embodiment relied upon in the rejection is shown 
in Figure 7, which clearly shows a transition portion between the side wall and the bottom wall 
which has a generally quarter circle curvilinear sectional profile to provide a constant radius 
transition between the side wall and the bottom wall.
